1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II claims 70-1 1 9 in the reply filed 
on 07/21/2008 is acknowledged. Claims 58-69 are withdrawn from consideration and 
claims 70-1 19 are pending further examination upon the merits. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Species I drawn to a single chamber bioreactor (Fig. 3)
